FOREWORD 


This Indian Standard was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards after the draft finalized by the Cosmetics 
Sectional Committee had been approved by the Petroleum, Coal and Related Products Division Council. 


Sticker Bindi is a bright coloured sticker applied in the centre of forehead close to eyebrows. It has an adhesive 
layer on other side to stick on skin. In olden days, traditional Sticker Bindi used to be only red or maroon in colour 
and round in shape. Nowadays, Sticker Bindi is no longer restricted in colour or shape and comes in many colours, 
designs, materials and sizes. 


No stipulation has been made in this standard regarding the composition of Sticker Bindi. However, it is necessary 
that the raw materials used are such that in the concentrations in which they would be present in the finished 
product, after interaction with other raw materials used in the formulation, they are free from any harmful effects. 
It shall be the responsibility of the manufacturers of Sticker Bindi to satisfy themselves of the safety of their 
formulation according to the standard before releasing the product for sale. 


The composition of the Committee responsible for formulation of this standard is given at Annex D. 


For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with the final value, 
observed or calculated expressing the result of a test or analysis shall be rounded off in accordance with 
IS 2 : 1960 ‘Rules for rounding off numerical values ( revised )’. The number of significant places retained in the 
rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard.

1 SCOPE 


This draft standard prescribes the requirements and 
methods of sampling and test for the Sticker Bindi.

3 REQUIREMENTS 
3.1 Ingredients — Unless specified otherwise, 


all the raw materials used in the manufacture of 
adhesive material of Sticker Bindi shall conform to 
the requirements prescribed in the relevant Indian 
Standards where such standards exist. 


3.2 All ingredients of adhesive material of Sticker Bindi 
shall comply with the provisions of IS 4707 (Part 2). 


3.3 For safety evaluation of novel ingredients used in 
the formation of adhesive material of Sticker Bindi, the 
adhesive material shall comply to IS 4011. 


3.4 Skin Irritation Test (Type Test) — The adhesive 
material of Sticker Bindi shall not cause skin irritation 
when tested as prescribed in 4.3.1 of IS 4011. 


NOTE — Type test is recommended to be done on the 
formulation only once to pass the above criteria. 


3.5 Sticker Bindi shall also comply with the 
requirements given in Table 1 when tested according to 
methods prescribed in col 4 of Table 1.

4 PACKING AND MARKING 


4.1 Packing — Sticker Bindi shall be packed in suitable 
package. 
4.2 Marking 


a) Each package containing the Sticker Bindi shall 
be legibly marked with the following information: 


b) Name of the material; 


c) Manufacturer’s name and/or his recognized 
trade-mark, if any; 


d) Net content; 
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d) Month and year of manufacture (MM/Y Y); 


e) Use before................ (Month and year 
MM/YY, or months/years from the date of 
manufacture) to be declared by the manufacturer; 


f) Batch number to enable the lot of manufacture to 
be traced back from records; and 


g) Any other information required by statutory 
authorities. 


4.3 BIS Certification Marking 


The product(s) conforming to the requirements of 
this standard may be certified as per the conformity 
assessment schemes under the provisions of the 
Bureau of Indian Standards Act, 2016 and the Rules 
and Regulations framed thereunder, and the products 
may be marked with the Standard Mark. 


5 SAMPLING 


5.1 Representative samples of the material shall be 
drawn as prescribed in IS 3958. 


5.2 Tests for all characteristics shall be carried out on 
the composite sample. 


5.3 The material shall be taken as conforming to the 
specification if the composite sample passes all the 
tests. 


6 QUALITY OF REAGENTS 


Unless specified otherwise, pure chemicals and distilled 
water [see IS 1070 : 1992 ‘Reagent grade water 
(third revision)’ | shall be employed in tests. 


NOTE — ‘Pure chemicals’ shall mean chemicals that do not 
contain impurities which affect the results of analysis. 
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ANNEX A

DETERMINATION OF pH OF ADHESIVE MATERIAL OF STICKER BINDI 


A-1 PROCEDURE 


Take 25 numbers of Sticker Bindi. Using sterilized 
cotton bud moistened with water; take swab of adhesive 


material from Sticker Bindi in 25 ml distilled water. 
Determine pH of the solution at 27+2 °C using the 
pH meter. 


ANNEX B 
[Table 1, SI No. (ii) ] 
MICROBIAL EXAMINATION OF ADHESIVE MATERIAL OF STICKER BINDI 


B-1 PROCEDURE 


B-1.1 A cotton swab is moistened with normal saline 
(0.9 percent NaCl solution) and placed in a suitable test 
tube or screw cap test tube. The mouth of the test tube is 
closed with a cotton plug and wrapped with aluminum 
foil. 


B-1.2 The test tube containing the swab is then sterilized 
by autoclaving at 121 °C, 15 psi, pressure for 15 min. 


B-1.3 Wear hand gloves and take out the swab carefully 
from the test tube and swab the surface to be checked. 
NOTE — Alternatively pre-sterilized cotton swab may also be 


used. In such case, moisten the swab with sterile normal saline 
before using the swab. 


B-1.4 Replace the swab immediately in the test tube and 
close. 


B-2 MICROBIOLOGICAL TESTING 


B-2.1 Add accurately 10 ml of sterile phosphate 
buffer of pH 7.2 to the test tube containing the Swab 
aseptically. 


B-2.2 Shake well and transfer | ml to each of the sterile 
petridishes and proceed for test for total microbial count; 
yeast and mould count and absence of Escherichia coli, 
Pseudomonas aeruginosa, Staphylococcus aureus and 
Candida albicans as per IS 14648. 


ANNEX C 
[Table 1, SI No. (iii) ] 
DETERMINATION OF LASTING CAPACITY/ STICKINESS TIME OF STICKER BINDI 


C-1 GENERAL 


This test is carried out to ascertain lasting capacity/ 
stickiness time of Sticker Bindi on forehead. This test is 
done on a panel of minimum of 6 human subjects. The 
panellists are required to wash their forehead with soap 
and water and present a clean forehead for application 
of the test sample. The test is conducted at 27+2 °C and 
65+5 R.H. 


C-2 PROCEDURE 


This test is done on a panel of minimum of 6 human 
subjects. The sample of Sticker Bindi is affixed on the 
clean forehead of the panellists. The time of application 
is noted. After a period of 4 h, the adherence of Bindi 
on the forehead of all the subjects is checked. 


The sample of Sticker Bindi shall be taken to have 
passed the test if the Sticker Bindi is found to be sticking 
firmly to the forehead of all the panellists without any 
appreciable separation from their forehead.
